NEW ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE SEASON.

ments would be made, if it were possible 
to make them, by which would be avoided 
this season the losses of 1868, The Charles- 
ton and New York steamships have paid 
reat attention to the whole matter, and 
have determined to make use of Rutter's 
Patent Fruit Preserving Transportation 
Box,” which will be worth tens of thou- 
sands of dollars to our fruit and vegetable 
growers, if it is what the inventor claims.

Thus it 
will be seen that this process of 
preserving perishable articles in store 
and in their transportation to market 
is by means of a reduction of the 
temperature of the atmosphere in the box 
or vessel in which the fruits and vegetables 
are transported, and the atmosphere pre- 
served by the 4 metalic box from any 
humidity which might otherwise arise 
trom the refrigerating material enclosed

the Champion, James Adger, Manhattan 
and Charleston, and ready for use. By this 
means it ishoped that fruits and vegeta- 
bles will be delivered in New York in as 
fresh a state as when they left the 
farms. On the lines of railroads all proper 
facilities will be given, and there is reason 
to expect a large and lucrative business for 
the railroads and steamships as wellas for 
the producers.

Special to the Louisville Courier-Journa].] , 
THE MEXICAN PROPOSITION. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—The regular meet- 
ing of the Cabinet to-day occurred with 
only Attorney-General Hoar absent. The 
Secretary of State submitted a digest 
of the Rosecrans-Mexican propossition 
for a loan to the Mexican Government 
on ceded territory or real estate, with 
an adverse report on the same, which was 
laid over, the views of the President and 
Cabinet being almost unanimously against 
the scheme. It is of course as good as 
formally rejected, and Minister Nelson 
will be so instructed.

This eyening’s Star says Grant instruct- 
ed Canby to submit the Virginia Constitu- 
tion on the last Tuesday in June or first 
Tuesday in July. The articles of the Con- 
stitution to be submitted to a separte vote 
will be determined to-morrow by the Cab- 
inet. Canby’s reorganization of Virginia 
divides the State into 27 Military Commis- 
sions. Military Commissioners are Super- 
intendents of registration and elections in 
their respective Districts, in addition to 
duties as commanding officers. During ab 
sence designated officioua functions de- 
volve upon sevior officers at the head- 
quarters of the Division. 

Another order gives the executlons, in 
behalf of Virginia, from the Circuit Court 
of Richmond directed to the Sheriff, by 
authority of the Auditor on public ac- 
counts, to be in full torce and effect as 
provided for in chapter thirteen, of the Vir- 
ginia Code. 

The President appointed James Wash- 
ington, Purveyance Attorney of West 
Tennessee; Robert C. Kirk, Minister to 
arguay; Ephriam Latteam, Collecter of 
the 3rd Alabama District; Edward Full- 
ings, Cullector of the 6th North Carolina 
District. 

Customs from the 26th to the 30th ult. in- 
clusive—two and a half millions. 

Rear Admiral Bradford, of the flag-ship 
Franklin, arrived at Cadiz on the 17th of 
April. At Lisbon Admiral Bradford found 
in the British channel a squadron consist- 
ing of eight powerful iron-clads some of 
them having a speed of fourteen knots un- 
der steam alone. 

The Spanish iron-clad -frigate Victoria, 
sailed from Cadiz for Havana, April 4th.

Bout- 
well says he will under no circumstances 
allow the Government to be drawn into 
competition with Wall street. 

Mrs. Dr. Walker visited Grant, clad as 
usual in coat and pants. 

Kr West, May 6.-—The Baitish steamer 
Salvador cleared for St. Thomas via. Nas- 
sau, crowded with Cuban sympathisers. It 
is rumored the Salvador goes in connection 
with some Cuban expedition fitting out at 
some gulf port. 

Mpio, May 6.—The Cortes has adopted 
by a vote of 186 to 40 the article guaran- 
teeing freedom of religious worship. 

The contemplated change of ministry 
was postponed until the form of govern- 
ment is definitely settled. 

RICHMOND, May 6.—Both parties are pre- 
paring for an active campaign. James H. 
Platt, Jr., of the Wells party, vas unani- 
mously nominated to-day by the conven- 
tion in Petersburg for Congress from the 
second district. Chas. W. Butts has been 
agreed upon for Congressman-at-large on 
the Walker ticket. Both Walker and Wells 
will stump the State in a few days. 

A convention of colored men will assem- 
ble here on the 27th of May, to consider 
“the total exclusion of colored citizens from 
any position of trust or profit and from the 
jury box.” 

One of the men charged with killing 
Holmes at Charlotte Court House has been 
arrested, and the authorities are in search 
of others. 

A party of sixty emigrants from Holland 
arrived here to-day for the interior.

Shall we Grow our Tea and Sugar? 

Tea-cups we long ago achieved in 
American manufactures; the question now 
is, shall we not grow on our soil the 
ingredients of our cups of tea? 

First, as to the tea-plant itself, The 
Knoxville Press has lately been urging, in 
a series of noteworthy articles, the culture 
of tea on American soil. It shows that 
one enterprising East Tennessee farmer 
has for several years raised all the tea he 
needs fur his family, and ofa quality which 
several gentlemen pronounce “equal to 
Young Hyson.” Whereupon a Rochester 
paper. prints a communication from a 
gentleman who claims that Ae, too, has 
raised from his farm all the tea his family 
requires. We should not be surprised to 
hear other similar experiences made pub- 
lic. The question is, therefore, why, if as 
un amusement ora freak of fancy, tea- 
culture has been a successin climates so 
widely different as those of Tennessee and 
New York, it cannot become a serious and 
profitable enterprise. 

Certainly we have in our middle or mid- 
dle-southern States, a climate analogous to 
that of China and Japan, with very long 
summers and brief and temperate winters. 
The rich soil of the river bottom lands of 
Tennessee is also favorable to success, Our 
Knoxville correspondent says very truly 
that a climate that shows a mean of 30 de- 
grees or 70 degrees in sumner, should be 
adapted to the culture of tea, or almost any- 
thing else.” 

Next, as to beet-root sugar. Three 
places in the United States have already 
been shown, as we observed ina former 
article, to be suitable for its production— 
Southern Illinois, East Tennessee and 
Southwest Virginia. Undoubtedly exper- 
iment, asin the former State, or careful ob- 
servation, as in the two latter, wou'd dis- 
close many other suitable soils and climates 
for sugar production in the Union. The 
importance of sugar cultivation is tenfold 
greater than that of tea. The Cuban in- 
surgents declare that as a last resource. 
they will put the torch to every house and 
canetield, believing this—terfrible as it 
would be—possibly a necessary measure to 
cripple the Spanish Government. It 
is the old cotton question over 
again—the Cuban insurgents degfroying 
sugar as the Confederate insurgénts de- 
stroyed cotton. Our Havana correspond- 
ent has tersely put the ease thus: “Every 
box and hogshead oj sugar which the Cu- 
bans aliow to reach any seaport is a piece 
of a soldier and a piece of a Remington 
rifle.’ The Government from them gathers 
its sinews of war through the cuatom- 
house, while the country planters and the 
city merchants get the wherewithal to pay 
their heavy taxes to this same Gevernment. 

In fine, what with the peril of the total 
ruin of the Cuban sugar trade, and with 
the existing certainty of the great decrease 
in productiveness for many years, in con- 
sequence of the war, it is clear that beet- 
sugar raising is worth our thinking about. 
For tea there is less immediate need, and 
less promise of large profits; but whatever 
will add to our resources is worth at least a 
careful examination.—N, T. Times.

An amusing, but none the less annoying 
trick to the railroad officials, was played 
upon that portion of the Company occupy- 
ing the rear car. of the howe bound train, 
when within three miles of Griffin on Tues- 
day night.
